Theſe knights commonly 
make their court to the c---k of arr-igus, 
whom, they know is beſt capable of find- 
ing them employment. It is not a great 
b . any vears ſince, a gentleman w alk ing in 
ne ſe fons-houſe, in the Old Bailey, was 
3 by one of theſe knights with, 
“ Pray, fir, do you want a witneſs?

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The ſecond diſtrict is inhabited by the 
mercenary iwearers, This is a race, ſup.

of hell; ſome of them are ſo ae $45 ned 
to it fr om their infancy, tbat they do not 
fo much as know when they fwear, and 
are as deſtitute of deitgn in the practice, 
as the parrot when it fcolds the chamber 
maid, or as many gocd people when they 
iay their prayers at church. Otliers ſcem 
to have ſuch a low opinion of their own 
- probity,-that they imagine no one will be. 
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lere what they ſay, unleſs every ſentence 


is uſhered in with an oath ing the van, and 
Lime by another in the rear. Ca 


tlemen of family, fortune and fathion, are 
ſtationed in this claſs, and are e: ctremely 


dextrous here. Nor are the ofticers of 


the fleet and army leſs learned, or devoid 


of thoſe embelliſhments.

here. 

The ſecond ſubdiviſion is peopled by 
what we call the faſhionable thieves, . 
prodigious populous place is this. Her 
dwell legions of attornies ; vermin, why 
for five ſhillings worth of labour, wil 
charge their clients near the ſame nun 
ol pounds ; and very conſcientiouily 
pay, for w ilfull iy perverting and dels ating 
a juſt cauſe, Here you may find gentle. 
men, who can procure witneſſes to [wear 
Jus as you would have them, and pack; 
jury that can give a clear verdict, over th 
belly of the moſt conſiſtent evidence. Such 
a jury hath, ere now, ſaved a noble nech 
from the deſerved cord, through the al. 
ſubduing power ot money. To this f 
mous divifion, belong the tradeſm an, wh 
will take more from. an unikilful buyer, 
than he knows in his conſcience his good 
are worth :

a thing very common amony 
dealers, Alſo the wealthy gentlem an, wehe 
in buying will take ady antage of the indi- 
gence of the ſeller, and pay, if he can, leſ; 
than the real worth of what he buys ; thi 
practice is now ſo very near to Uni eral, 
that tradeſmz-n deal with one another, for 
the molt part, as if they were all known to 
be rognes and cheats, and he is the bel 
tradeſmas, 
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tradeſman, that can beſt guard againſt the 
. villainy of his neighbours. 

Here dwells the careful tradeſman, who 
if a man once owes him five pounds, would 
write down five pounds ten ſhillings, This 
MW method is lo much in vogue, that many 
people dare not truſt their names on the 
te tradeſmens books. As for my friend, Sir 
Roger Latepay, he has had ſuch experience 
of it, that his wood is in danger. In this 
faſhionable diviſion, dwells the tradeſman, 
who conſcious that his own capital 1s ex- 
pended, ſupports his luxury and grandeur, 
| at the expence of his dealers; and many 
ſuch there be in town and country. The 
avaricious farmers, manufacturers, and 
houſholders, who make their ſervants, and 
mechanics, work under their uſual wages, 
from the pretence of deadneſs of trade, &c. 
The buyer, who is conſcious of his preſent 
inability, and ſpends without any proba- 
ble view of being hereafter able to pay, 
eu dwells in the very heart of this diviſion? 

and hard by him dwells the father, who to 
gratify a depraved taſte, ſquanders away 
lis eſtate, to the defrauding of his wife 
Qi and children. All of theſe, ſir, are very 
eli iathionable people. 

The third diviſion is that of holy thieyes, 
That is, men whoſe theft is in holy things, 
By holy thieyes, I mean unholy men, ſu. 
n 108 ſtaining holy offices. Such is he, who en. 
dee ters into orders, merely for che ſake of 2 
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ood living. All who climb over the 
wall, and come not in by the door, are 
thieves and robbers. Thieves, becauſe 
they ſteal the portion of the prieſts : for 
having no right to the ſacerdotal function, 
their participation of the altar, is ſacrali. 
gious theft. Robbers, becauſe they make 
havoc of the church, and deprive God'; 
children of the food allowed them by their 
heavenly father. Here dwell ſhoals of 
popiſh prieſts, and very confiderable num. 
bers of proteftant clergy, of various den. 
minations, as well as the total ſum of pa. 
gan and mahometan mufties. His holineſ, 
the pope of Rome, is indeed preſident in 
this diviſion, for he ſteals the prerogatives 
of God, and applies them to his own pri— 


vate uſe. 

The fourth diviſion in the canton of 
thieves, are thoſe whom we call the ſport. 
ing thieves. Such are card-players, cock- 
fighters, horſc-courſers, and gamblers of 
all forts. I know of none of my {porting 
ſubjects, but what will win if they can, 
either by upright, or inequitable means, 
Therefore with us it 1s an eſtabliſhed max- 
im, that the true gambler is the certain 
thief,. Here too you may find princes, no- 
bles, ſpiritual and temporal, and judges of 
every rank, Ha! ha! ha! how have ! 
been ready to ſplit my fides with laughing, 
to ſee an archbiſhop lay aſide his mitre,

One would have thought that, 
the Engliſh have had fo many inſtances of 
royal theft, from that quarter, that they 
would have effectually prevented future 
danger from thence, Nor are our good 
friends the Spaniards leſs inclined to the 
thieviſh practice than their neighbours ; 
witneſs Peru and Mexico, thoſe once opu- 
lent and populous kingdoms, which now 
belong to them in the ſame manner, as 
the purſe of gold belongs, to the highway= 
man, who took 1t from the gentleman he 
murdered, 

Ime. Ay, fir, great thieves are abun— 
dantly more hurtful to mankind, than 
thieves of a dwarſiſh fize ; though famous 
Tyburn and the places a-kin to 1t, ſeldom 
have the honour of uſhering them into the 
other world. 

The third canton is the liars canton, a 
people with double tongues, and of the na- 
ture of an otter, amphibious; the great 
Belzebub himſelf is grand prefident here, 
but 15 repreſented by two famous deputies, 
namely the artful Mahomet, and the good 
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old gentleman at Rome. Of the two, the 
latter is moiſt in favour at court, becauſe, as 
Belzebub ſays, he is ſo very much of his 
own image; although it muſt be owned, 
Mahomet bears a very great reſemblance, 
All the holy fathers, my lords the inqui. 
ſitors, with their afliſtant familiars. All 
the vencrable patriarchs, and princely car. 
dinals, reſide in the metropolis near the 
exchange, in the principal ftreet, which is 
a ſtraight thoroughfare to hell. The hi. 
ſhops of both ranks, are ſtationed next to 
them, and greatly facilitate the journey of 
paſſengers. The very populous ſuburbs 
are inhabited by the ſons of St Ignatius; 
than whom, none are more excellent at the 
arts of lying and evaſion; and here too are 
abundance of friars of every order, who 
though leſs crafty than the jeſuits, are 
very diligent in the great work of deceit, 
In this country, politeneſs and learning 
have arrived at the greateſt perfection, 
here are abundance of courtiers, and ſtates. 
men, beſides atheiſts and deiſts, highly e- 
ſteemed by our people, for their learning 
and ſenſe. 

The famous court liars, are like a dead 
fiſh, they always ſwim with the ſtream of 
power. They are for or againſt ſtamp-aRs, 
and general warrants, juſt as the ſenti— 
ments of their ſuperiors direct; they are 
proteſtants, or intollerant papiſts, or nei- 
ther, juſt as their prince is inclined, or 85 

their 
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their own intereſts require. Their con- 
ſciences are tender as a Willow, and will 
turn any way with the application of a 
purſe of gold, a place, a penſion, or a 
peerage. hen it ſerves their low and 
bale purpoſes, you will find them patriots, 
but if the good of the nation clathes with 
their ſiniſter views, you may find them 
traitors, either to church or ſtate, or to 
both. Of this claſs were Bonner and Gar- 
diner, zealous proteſtants in the days of 
Edward the fixth, and bloody papiſts in 
the reign.of his fitter of ſcarlet memory, 
To this claſs alſo belonged Sharp, the 
archbithop of St Andrews, for it was not 
conviction but gold, that changed his ſen. 


| timents, from preſbytery to prelacy. All 


the arguments which my lords, the biſhops 
of England had advanced, made no more 
5s — upon him, than an arrow would 
have made upon a rock of flint ; but when 
lis majeſty came in a rhetorical manner, 
to preſs him home with a heavy purſe of 
gold, a coach and fix, and a biſhopric, he 


was quite confounded, and had not a word 


to ſay for mother kirk of Scotland. Such 
courtarguiments as this, fir, ſtop the mouths 
of many a patriot ; Lord C------ m is a re- 
cent proof of this. Such was the force of 
lis elocution, that it could gain battles, 
ſubdue ſtates, reverſe laws, and make 
placemen tremble, till he was unhappily 


confounded by a place, a penſion, and a 
G 4 peerage ; 
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peerage; and now, poor gentleman, he hay 
nothing left to gratity his ambition, bur 
the melancholy reflection of what he once 
Was. 

There is another herd of court iat, 
(excuſe the phraſe, fir, becauſe it is the 
common opinion, that of all vermin, court 
liars are the moſt deteſtable) Wie, ſaw; 
like a ſpaniel upon every prince, that af. 
cends the throue, in order to ingratiate 
themſelves into his favour, thereby to 
make ſure of their own mel ment. If the 
manners of the prince are ever ſo diftolute, 
they careſs him as their moſt wiſe and 3. 
miable monarch. Though he were a; 
much of a daſtard as Sardanapalus, they 
will perſuade him that, he may vie with 
Hector for magnanimity. If he is a drunk. 
ard, or glutton, they will flatter him with 
his temperance; or repreſent his Juxury 
as a princely virtue, very becoming a royal 
perſonage ; even if one half of his ſubjed; 
be familhing for want of bread. Some of 
thoſe court liars will tell their prince, 
that it is no crime at all for him, to enter 

his neighbour” s territories, and murder 
twenty or thirty thouſand of his lubjets, 
though there is really no cauſe given a 
their part, for the hoſtile invaſion. Som 
ſuch villains precipitated Lewis of Fran 
into a war with Britain, which would in 
fallibly have proved his ruin, had he not 
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been well befriended by ſome people near 
dt James's. 

A truly patriotic courtier is a ſtron 
pillar to the throne, but court liars, are the 
deſtruction of that prince whoſe ear they 
govern. N 

It is my opinion, that a prince has need 
either to be a very wiſe man himſelf, or 
to have very honeſt men about him. Hap- 
py 15 that natien who has a wiic and pru- 
dent king, and-at the ſame time honeſt and 
faithful miniſters. Earthly thrones are 
ſo infeſted with fawning flatterers, that 
if the prince 1s not very well acquainted 
with his bible, it is difficult for him to 
know, whether he is virtuous or vicious. 

IN FID. That is a book in little eſteem. 
Great men are for the maſt part too polite 
to trouble themſelves with its contents, 
becauſe they are ſo unfavourable to their 
practices. 

Ime. True, and by thoſe means princes 
are the more readily deceived. For a mi- 
tred courtier may, perhaps, tell his prince, 
that it is lawful for a royal per ſonage, to 
debauch the wife or daughter of one of an 
inferior rank, but unlawful for a plebian ; 
notwithſtandi ing his ſpiritual lordſhip 
knows very well, that when God ſaid, 
* Whoremongers and ad: alterers J will 
judge,“ he es dempted not the prince any 
more than the pealant, for with him there 
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15 no reſpeQ of perſons, on account of their 
worldly dignity. 

Another right reverend courtier tells 
h1s prince, that it 1s allowable enough in 
him, on the ſabbath, after the irkſome 
ſervice is over at church, to divert him. 
ſelf with a quiet, civil game at cheſs, 
juadrille, or whatever his pious incliua. 
tion leads him to; and that it may be Jaw. 
ful for ſome favourite nobility to aſſiſt at 
the ſport, but, ſays he, it is utterly un. 
lawful for the huſhandman and low me. 
chanic ; though the downy doctor knows 
well enough, that when the almighty ſanc. 
tified the ſabbath, it was not a part only, 
but the whole ſabbath he intended. 

InFid. Well, Impiator, whatever li- 
cence the right reverends allow at court, 
their ſable brethren in the country are 
not leſs indulgent ; for in moſt pariſhes 
in England, the people may ſwear or pray, 
get drunk or communicate, go to church 
or ſtay at home, get to heaven or hell, jutt 
as their inclination leads them, for any con- 
cern his reverence the parſon gives him- 
ſelf, provided always he is not cheated of 
his dues. | 

Ime. I know, I am well befriended by 
many clergymen ; but to return to the 

rince, I atſure you J have often though 
that, of all men, it is the greateſt diſſiculty 
for him to be a good man, ard get taic to 
heaven, He has fo many about him, who 
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are baſe enough to commend even his 
vices, and but very few who love him well 
enough to correct his errors. But if I 
become a moraliſt now, you'll ſuppoſe I 
act out of character. However, many 
have exhauſted all their wit, and good na- 
ture upon the court liars, they are ſtill the 
lame, they lie as faſt as ever for the ſake 
of money, eſtates, high places, &c. there- 
fore ſome people call them mercenary 
liars. 

But many of the inhabitants of this can- 
ton are Jeſs ambitious, and wall very freely 
tell lies for a penny gain; amongſt thoſe 
are the travelling tradeſmen, who carry 
their ſhops upon their backs. Them we 
call the petty dealers, and the humble 
liars. But we have others more generous 
till, who will give you a lie freſh from 
the mint, with no other view but to raiſe 
2 laugh: theſe we call the merry liars, 
becauſe they go laughing to hell. Others 
we have who ſtand in the capacity of god- 
fathers and godmothers, who very round- 
ly promiſe and vow for to do, for the 
child, what they never intend to perform. 
Some people 1 them the fool- hardy liars. 
Next to them reſide a very venerable 
tribe, called by the name of reverend liars. 
Reverend, becauſe in holy orders; and 


| liars, becauſe they tell my lord biſhop, that 


they are moved by the Holy Ghoſt, to 
take upon them the office of a deacon,

whereas they are moved by the hope of x 
good living, not knowing that there i; 
Inch a being as the Holy Ghoſt; aud 
deeming it enthuſiaſm to profeſs to he mo- 


ved by him. When once put into orders, 
and a benefice, thole worthy gentlemen 
rave againſt all who profeſs to be in{lucn. 
ced in their devotion, by the holy tpirit, 
as fanatics, enthuſtaſts, and madmen, Now 
either my good friend the parſon lies to 
my lord bilhop, or his congregation ; but 
the truth is he hes to both. 

The fourth canton 1s, that of ſabbath. 
breakers, which is a very populous, pv. 
lite, and opulent canton indeed. The far 
greater part of the nobility, and other 
gentlemen of rank and fortune, reſide herc; 
they are too well bred to worſhip God on 
Sunday, in public or private. They icory 
to ſuppoſe themſelves indebted to the al. 
mighty for life, and breath, and all things; 
or to be acconntable to him for the uſe they 
make of their time, eſtates and talents, 
They leave it to the low lifed mechanics, 
to go to church or meeting, or when there, 
to be devout and take notice of what they 
are about. Let the parſon talk about hea- 


ven, or hell, or what he will, they are un- 
concerned, never once ſuppoſing themſelwe.

he is ſo taken np through the week, with 
contriving how to prov ide for himſelf, and 
his creatures, that he is in no condition 
to go to church on Sunday, but chootes 
ſome convenient part of 1t for an airing ; 
either in the coach with my lady, or on 
horſeback with his couſin, *ſquire Idle. 

Mrs Houſekeeper alſo is very cloſely ein- 
ployed in preparing tea and chocolate a- 
gainſt. their return. Mr Steward is very 
buſy in preparing his rent rolls, itudioutly 
contriving how to extract an éeſtate for 
himſelf, out of his maſters, fo that he can- 
not go to church at any rate. The foot- 
man and my lady's woman mult needs at- 
tend their maſter and miſtreſs, the coach- 
man and poſtillion muſt guide the machine 
the hutler and groom muſt be within call, 

one to take care of the horſes, and the o- 
ther to furn:iih with claret or champaign; 
ſo that the miniſter is very little obliged 
to his lordſhip for finding him an auditory 
tO Preach fo. 

The London tradeſmen come up as near 
to his lordſhip's example as their circum- 
ances will admit of; their ſpirits are 
quite exhauſted with the fatigues of week- 
ly buſineſs, therefore inſtead of leading 
their families duly to church, you may 
meet ſquadrons of them every Saturday 
night and Sunday morning, going to re- 
gale themſelves with a Sunday's pleaſure, 

which 
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which conſiſts in eating, caroufing, and 
riding. 

Then there is your ſabbath-day viſitors; 
very genteel people. The tea- table gof. 
fips are much concerned here, and here you 
may find hundreds of tables, the converſa- 
tion of which is ſupported at the expence 
of the reputation of ſome abſent; tor it 
muſt be obſerved that our goſlips are ſo 
abſolutely deſtitute of innate ideas, and 
are ſuch perfect ſtrangers to the affairs of 
civil life, that they cannot ſupport conver. 
ſation five minutes at a fitting, but by the 
help of ſlander. Hence ſome people have 
faid, that ſlander is the very ſoul of con- 
verſation. And ſure enough if you will 
pick out all the ſlanderous expreſſions 
from the converſation of our goſhps, you 
will have but a very ſcanty fragment re- 
maining, 

There are others ſo given up to indo— 
lence, that they keep great part of the 
ſabbath in bed, on a couch, or in the eaſy 
chair ; theſe people are ſo exceedingly op- 
preſt with the weight of their own bodies 
that they can attend at neither church nor 
chapel, although active enough the other 
parts of the week ; and yet they are good 
Chriſtians, and hope to go to heaven when 
they die; and yet they ſeldom think of 
any thing, but living for ever, in order to 
which they eat, drink, and fleep away the 
ſabbath. Theſe go by the name of lazy 

| ſabbath« 
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ad abbath-breakers, and all who are em- 

ployed the whole _— in preparing 
ſuperfluities for dinner, live along with 


1. 

them. 
oY Another claſs of ſabbath-breakers, con- 
* {ſts of the petty dealers, who buy or ſell 


commodities, for back or belly, on the ſab- 
t bath day. We call them the miſtruſtful 
abbath-breakers, becauſe they cannot 
ad truſt God with their cuſtomers ; and floth- 
ful ſabbath-breakers, becauſe they do not 

rovide for their families, on the fix days 
appointed for labour. England, with all 
its bravery, 1s horribly diſgraced by a ſet 
of prophane people, ſuch as grocers, chan- 
dlers, butchers, barbers, and bakers; who 
will not miſs the taking a penny on the 
ſabbath, any more than another day. Be- 
ſides them, there are taylore, mantua-ma- 
kers, and ſhoe-makers, who with their 
late finiſhes, make great encroachments on 
the ſabbath, and that in the moſt open man- 
ner, 

Inrip. I thought, in England, the law 
had made proviſion againſt ſuch enormous 
breaches of the ſabbath. 

Imp. Yes, the laws do indeed make pro- 
viſion for the ſuppreſſion of ſuch vices, but 
[ have the pleaſure of ſeeing the enforcing 
of thoſe laws, very often, left with peo- 
ple, who are entirely devoted to my inte- 
reſt ; ſo the laws are frequently aſleep, 
when I am awake and upon my rounds. 


But 
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But there is another tribe againſt whom 


there is no human law. I mean the think. 
ing ſabbath-breakers; a careful induſtri. 
ous ſet of people, eſteemed by all and known 
but to few. They are conſtantly employed 
through the — and are glad of the ſab. 
bath's approach, that they may repair 
their bodily fatigue, and give a free ſcope 
to their plodding mines. When they 4. 
wake on the ſabbath morning, they are 
deeply contemplating ſome tranſactions of 
the paſt week, or concertiag meaſures pro. 
per to be followed in the enſuing. Nor 
does the man alter his ſubje& when he 
goes to church. No, he is quite uniform, 
try him, and yeu will find him all of x 
piece. Let the parſon chooſe what ſubjec 
he will, the other ſticks to his text; ſo 
that it often happens when the miniſter 
thinks his auditory is collected, and the 
bulk of his pariſh appear at church, he is 
miſtaken, for the greateſt part of thoſe 
whom he thinks to be preſent, are only 
there in appearance; their minds, their 
better part, being abſent on other occa- 
lions. 

For inſtance, the parſon ſometimes thinks 
that, he ſees 'ſquire Folly and madam his 
lady, in the front pew of the right hand 
gallery: but he is miſtaken, for only their 
bodies are there, their minds are abſent. 
As for the *ſquire, he is buſy chaſing che 
hare or fox, over all the hedges and ditch- 


Es 
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es in his manor; and his lady is men- 
tally at this ball, or the other aſſembly, 
or at this play, or the other opera; or 
perhaps the is cheapening filks at Mr 
Cant's, ſilk-mercer, on Ludgate-hill. 
Sometimes the merchant teems to be at 
church; however he is only there in body, 
his ſoul having ſailed in the good ſhip Bo- 
naventure, to buy flayes on the coalt of 
Guinea, or barter goods at Bengal or Ma- 
labar. The mercer, draper, and grocer, 
ſeem ſometimes to be there, but frequent- 
ly it is an, impoſition, for although their 
bodies may indeed be preſent, their ſouls 
are gone on a journey, to vilit their cuſt- 
omers, or are left at home in the counting— 
houſe, balancing their books; examining 
their tradeſmen's bills, that they may 
know with whom they can deal to the 
greateſt advantage. Perhaps iſſuing forth 
a capias againſt *ſquire Latepay, a gentle- 
man well known to thoſe dealers; or it 
may be, the ſoul is buſy, entering proteſts 
againit certain extravagant manufacturers. 
As for the induitrious farmer, you may 
well think, he has ſomething elſe to em- 
ploy his mind, than either ſermon or pray- 
ers: for it muſt needs require much thought 
and forecaſt to determine right, where to 
ſow h1s wheat, where his clover, and what 
land to ſet apart for hemp; how to diſpoſe 
of his young colt, and the grey horſe, who 
is in danger of loſing his eyes.

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jet them for once know, that they have 
mother maſter beſides the pope, and leave 
itto them to replace their ſtores the near- 
eſt way they can.” I was not afraid but 
my ſeheme would work to my mind, for 
took him at the very nick of time, when 
the king of England had emptied his cof- 
fers, by deſtroying his naval force and 


trade; and poor gentleman he knew not 
well how to fill them again. 


Glad of ſuch an opportunity, he aſſem-

1 what I had heard and ſeen, you 
may think I took care not to be too 
late, in attending the ſable gentry in Hor. 
rida Vallis, where I was got before any 
of them arrived; and prepared for takin 
down their diſcourſe, the firſt of which 
that I heard, was by Infidelis to Impiator 
IN FID. How Hluftrious is thy throne! 


How extenſive are thy dominions, oh ul 
great Impiator, my ſon ! Before you, . of 

reateſt grandees of the earth do bor gc 
Will you pleaſe my ſon to finiſh your «il th 
count of the remaining part of your tei he 
ritories ? ha 


Iur. I will, fir, and you may obſer 
that the fifth canton is that of the adu 
terers and fornicators. Theſe are divid: 
into litera! and myſtical. The claſs ( 
literal adulterers and fornicators, are 
faſhionable and notorious a people, i be 
a deſcription of them ſeems unneceſſa th 
and ſo very diſagreeable, that it would th 
. offenſive to you. I ſhall therefore do co 
more than deſcribe their dwelling, : 
aſſure you fire, that every indivioes 

t N 
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them is a very humble ſervant to your 
ſon Impiator. Their dwelling is on the 
banks of a river, the ſource of which is 
in the .court which runs through every 
art of the king's dominions, carrying the 
inhabitants along with it; and at laſt diſ- 


embogues itſelf in hell, where all adulter- 
ers and fornicators ſhall infallibly be tor- 


mented, as a proper counterbalance for 
their fleſhly pleaſures; where inſtead of 
women they ſhall have devils; inſtead of 
wine the ſulphurous liquid, and inſtead of 
beds of down, the boiſterous billows of 
Phlegethon. 

Next to them are the myſtical adulte- 
rers, and fornicators. By whom I mean 
all that have any commerce with the whore 
of Rome, that old bawd with the ſcarlet 
gown : or in other words, all who have 
the mark of the beaſt, either on their fore- 
heads, or their right hands, and ſuch who 
have this mark upon both. 

By thoſe who have the mark of the 
beaſt upon their foreheads, I mean the 
worthy preachers, and hearers of the Ar- 
menian doctrine of the church of Rome; 
as alſo the ſtrait-hooped gentlemen, who 
believe with the charitable Italians, that 


there can be no true faith but that which 


they profeſs, nor ſalvation but in their 
community. The far greater part of the 
clergy belong to the former, and the good 
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Sandemanians, belong to the latter class 
of doctrinal papiſts, or myſtical aduiterers, 

By thcſe who have the mark of the beaſt 
upon their right hand, I mean the practi. 
cal papiits ; the whole bulk of the oy 
cathohc church, and beſides them, all tha; 
do the works of the beaſt, after the exam. 
ple of that orthodox church. By the 
works of the healt ſome underſtand every 
part of religion which is not founded upon 
leripture inſtitution. Such, ſay they, are 
conlecrating of churches, 
bells; dedication of meeting-houles to cer. 
tain ſaints or angels, as the patrons of pa. 
riſhes ; the wor ſhipping of ſaints and an. 

gels, by celebrating an annual feſtival in 
honour of their name; ſuch are your oh- 
ſervers of high feſtiva __— abſtinence from 
meat at certain ſeaſons of the year ; wor- 
ſhipping towards the eaſt, as if God were 
not every where preſent, Bowing at the 
name Jeſus, as if it was more auguſt than 
hat of ge hovah, c. Such, fr; with 
many more whom I might name, are the 
my {tical adulterers and fornicators. 

IVFIpD. Aye, but my ſon, you have not 
told me which are the fornicators, and 
which the: adulterers, I want to hear that, 
for the one is uſually diſtinguiſhed from 
the other. 

Imp. Yes, fir, they are diſtingutinable 
enough; for the pra actical profeſt paplits 
profers not the leaſt degree of reno 
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ſeſus Chriſt, as the head of the Chriſtian 
church, but own themfelves to be the ado. 
ters of the whore, who fits on many wa- 
ters, are held to be the fornicators; where. 
15 nominal proteſtants, profeſs themſelves 
married to Jeſus Chriſt, as the great head 
of the Chriſtian church, and notwithitand-. 
ing this pretended mar riage, with him, 

maintain 2 doctrinal commerce with the 
whore of Rome; on which account they 
are to be held as the adulterers. 

The ſixth canton is the murders habita- 
tion, which is divided into two grand di- 
vilons. In the firſt are murderers of o- 
thers, theſe are ſubdivided into petty can- 
tons. In the firſt of which live the men- 
tal murderers, juſt upon the fronti:rs of 
the country. They are a pcople who, 
without juſt cauſe, are angry with their 
neighbours; this jambent flame they in- 
wardly cheriſh, till revenge is begotten 
along with hat tred, envy, an 1 malice; ; with 
them, therefore, nothing 15 wanting bur 
opportunity to deſtroy the reput: ation, and 
life of the object of their hatred, with ſafe- 
ty to themſelves : but very often 1t hap- 
pens that their hatred and revenge deſt roy 
their ſubjects, ere they have an opportu- 
nity of avenging themſelves. The verbal 
murderers live next to them, in a very 
ſpacious country, becauſe they are very 
numerous. By ay verbal murderers T 
mean, thoſe who withhold from, the cha-

racter of others, the good which they do 
deſerve, and ſpeak of them the evil which 
they do not deſerve; or even the evil 
which they do deſerve, in a way, in which, 
they would not wiſh others to ſpeak of 
themſelves, in like circumſtances. I at. 
tend, for my part, in many companies, 
where the converſation cannot poſſibly be 
ſupported, for. a quarter of an hour, but 
at the expence of ſome abſent acquaintance, 
and ſo faſhionable is this, in polite life, 
that it is become a proverb, That ſcan. 
dal is the very life and foul of converſa. 
tion,” To this petty canton belong al 
talebearers, backbiters, railers, evil-ſur. 
mizers, and particularly the very obliging 
gentry, who tack, But, to the end of all 
their encomiums on others, as © He is 
good ſort of gentleman, But---or ſhe is a 
agreeable lady enough, But----"" where 
you may obſerve, that little unintelligible 
word, But, ſtabs the gentleman and lady's 
reputation through and through. 
Having paſt through this, you come in 
to the country of thoſe who murder wit 
their looks. In this country you may ſe: 
an eye to curſe a man to hell and damn 
tion, and an eye-brow, call a man a ſcoun 
drel, and knock him down. The Rev. M 
Adam Gib, primate of the aſſociate ſynoc 
in Scotland, has lately had his heart wound 
ed ſo deeply, by the looks of ſome of h 
elders, that it is thought he — 
{ 
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the ſtroke as long as he lives; but for the 
good of the . he hath proſecuted 
them before the preſbytery, who, without 
enquiring into facts, ſentenced the reputa- 
tion of the irreverend elders to be hanged, 
drawn, and quartered, to the great conſo- 
lation of the pious ſufferer. As ſoon as 
ou get out of this country, you come 

Fourthly, Into a very extenſive plain, in- 
habited by what may be called domeſtic 
murderers. A ſet of beings who murder 
with impunity, no ſuitable laws being pro- 
vided againſt them. 5 

Here dwells the parent who ſpends 
waſtefully, what ſhould regularly ſupport 
his family, ſo that his children are brought 
up in the moſt diſſclute, and irreligious 
manner, as a preparative to the moit vi- 
cious practices; hence, whether the chil- 
dren prove virtuous or vicious, ſtrict e- 
quity accounts the profuſe and careleſs 
parent the murderer. Near to thoſe mur- 
derous parents lives the laſcivious huſ- 
band, who eſtrangeth himſelf from his law- 
ful conſort, and frequenteth the company 
of lewd women. Many you may find here, 
who, as the very worſt of felons, rob their 
wives and children, of their legal proper- 
ty, to ſupport the moſt infamous ſtrum- 
pets, who, like the horſe leach, are conti- 
nually ſaying, give, give. Such men are 
ſure to find the truth of that ſaying, © A 
"4 whore 
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whore is a deep ditch.” Here it is a very 
common thing to ſee the moſt virtuou; 
women, fo ill uled by their murderous ver 
huthands, that they languiſh and grieve [10 
under their affliction, till at lat they: 1 der 
of a broken heart. No aſſaſſin ever better cou 
deſerved the gallows, than ſuch huſbands, t 
for no aſſaſſin ever put the perfon whom wh 
he murdered to equal torture. The very to t 
ſame may be ſaid of the laſcivious rum. un 
pet, of high or low degree, who is falle aft 
to her huſband. 

Among dom veſtie murderers, live the pa. 
rents who, tor the ſake of an agrecable 
ſettlement, oblige their children to merry, 
with e whom they cannot pothbly 
lov This lays a ſure ſoundation for 
certain murder, and brings the party to 
the grave in the molt diſt reſſing m: | 
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days, rather than ſuffer them to marry 2 
degree and half below themlelves. It 15 
very ſtrange, that the laws of nations 
hould make no proviſion againſt this mur- 
der, and ſtranger ſtill that thoſe of Britain 
countenance, and encourage K. 

However, marriages are ſeldom happy, 
where the affeQions are not joined, prior 
to the matrimonial ceremony. Money may 
unite the perſons, but it cannot unite the 
affections, as appears in numberlets inſtan- 
ces: of which diſconfolate, dull and heavy 
. broken-hearted wives, frequent 
divorces, clopements, domeſtic quarrels, 
and divided families, the natural effect of 
ſorced marriages are evidences, 

There is yet another ſpecie, of domeſtic 
murderers, connived at by the law. They 
are ſuch wlio, not oniy train up their chil- 
dren in idleneſs, but in luxury and wan- 
tonneſs. By theſe means their ſpendthrift 
ſons, if of high birth, are fitted to become 
robbers of the nation, when their own for- 
tunes are ſpent - and if of middle life, 
they are fitted for the highway, and con- 
ſequently for the | alter. Nor is this 
method of training up, leſs fatal in its in- 
luence, on the female ſez, ſor it prepares 
them for the ſtews, or the ſuburbs of the 
ſtews, where gentlemen's 3courtezans dwell, 
perhaps for theft, and then for the gal- 
ows. Idle ness and luxur r, is as rank poi- 


lon to the mind, as ariſen * is to the body. 
I 6 Many 
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Many people indeed, lament the young 
gentleman's unhappy fate when he is going 
to Tyburn, but very few, cenſure his pa. 
rents, as the firſt cauſe of his untime] 

end, by the manner in which they brought 
him up. This is ſome comfort to us how. 
ever, that though, ſuch domeſtic murder. 
ers act with impunity from man, the law 
of God will take ſuch notice of them, as 
to bring them to hell, if their crimes are 
not repented of, To be ſure it would be 
more agreeable to us, to ſee them enter 


hell by way of Tyben; but the devil 


cannot always have his will. 

Another ſort, are very careful, to pre. 
ſerve the bodies of their children, by pro- 
viding diligently for them, the neceſſaries 
and conveniencies of life; as they grow 
up, are as careful to preſerve them, from 
the highway and the ſtews, by putting into 
their hands a bufineſs by which to obtain 
a comfortable livelihood ; and after all 

rove the murderers of their children, 
For on the one hand, they reſtrain them 
not from bad company, which leads to de- 
ſtruction; company that corrupt the prin- 
ciples, vitiate the conduct, and lead into 
bad practices, ſuch as ſabbath- breaking, 
gaming, lying, and ſwearing, &c, Nor on 
the other hand, do they take any pains to 
cultivate their infant minds, further than 
to know how, when, and to whom, they 


ſhould 
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ould make a genteel bow, and curteſy, 
and how to expreſs the modiſh compli- 
ments in a graceful manner. They never 
once deem it neceflary to inſtil into their 
minds an early ſenſe of religion and virtue. 

Many parents if their children learn a 
little polite behaviour, do not much care 
whether they read the bible at all. 

In this country too dwell duellers, box- 
ers, boaſters, and provokers; all the bands 
of aſſaſſins, and intriguers againſt mens 
lives. His hoary holineſs, 1s captain ge- 
neral of this band, alſo his cardinals and in- 
quifitors are next to him in honour, Here 
dwell perſecutors of every name: popiſh, 
epiſcopal or preſbyterian ; all who impoſe 
religion on mens conſciences by the power 
of the ſword. 

The ſecond diviſion is that of ſelf-mur- 
derers, and I aflure you, fir, this is a very 
populous place, more crowded than the 
former. Here dwell gluttons, drunkards, 
and intemperate perſons in general; for 
there are more who eat and drink them- 
ſelves to death, than the fever, the con- 
ſumption, and the ſword deſtroy. Idle, 
lazy, and flothful perſons, live here, under 
the character of ſecond-hand murderers, 
their idle habits introducing diſeaſes of 
the moſt fatal nature. The immoderately 
careful alſo, kill themſelves with mere 
anxiety. In the next town the envious 
are ſtationed ; thoſe who are as mortally 
wounded, - 
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wounded, by the proſperity of their ueigh. 
bour, as any man can be 15 a dagger, Jn 
the ſuburbs Itve thoſe whom we call the 
impatient, for trouble is not ſo very death. 
ly, as impatlence under it. Over the 
bridge live the ambitious, a people of lofty 
views, who crack their heart-ſtrings, hy 
climbing. In the neighbourhood of the 
latter live the laſrivions, who kill them. 
telves by little and lit tle, and parboil their 
fleſn, ere they preſent it to the worms. 
mis cht _ to this liſt, a prodigious num. 
ber beſides, known among us by the name 
of ſoul murderers; but as I was never 
very remarkable for ki Win in caſu- 
iſtical divinity, I ſhall leave this to others, 
and proceed to 
The ſeventh and royal canton of drunk. 
ards; which is divided =_ two very grand 
divifions, the firſt of which is inhabited by 
the fot, aud the 3 by merry compa- 
nions. The ſoaking ſots, are a well lea. 
ſoned race, who ſeem as if ſome of their 
anceſtors had been of the briſtly 1 Kind.

InF1D. I am ready to do any thing, tha 
tends to the proſperity of our commoy 
cauſe; with a view to this, I have alread; 
given Impiator, ſome account of my birth 
and firſt enterprizes, and now for commog 
inſt ruction ſhall proceed. Having aſcend 
ed the throne of Infidelity, the firſt. thing 
I attempted was, to lull men into a per 
ſuahon, that I did not at all exiſt, and tha 
there is no ſuch devil as unbelief in being 
When I could not ſo univerſally prevai 
in this as I wiſhed, I endeavoured to per 
ſuade, each of them ſeparately, that how 
ever Infidelis might reign over others, fot 
their part, he had no dominion over them 
For ſaid I, you have a good heart, an 
have believed well all your days. Al 
though, as I ſaid before, I have conduct 
ed many of thoſe, who fancied they hat 
believed ſo well in their lifetime, very 
ſafely down to the chambers of horrible 
deſpair, where they were very ſoon con 
vinced, they had never believed at all a 
right. 

Then I endeavoured to perſuade tht 
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people, that the threatnings of God's law on 
againſt fin, ought to be conſidered as Na. 
fancy; and to ſtrengthen this doctrine, Nies of 
thus preached: (for you muſt know, mini 


have been a great preacher in my time

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look you, you timerous minded mor- 
als; you may clearly ſee, that God hath 
reated you, with all the paſſions and ap- 
etites that attend you, and can you be- 
lere that he did this, with a deſign to pro- 
iibit the gratification of them?

! Could it be conſiſtent with the cha. 
ater of that God, whoſe goodneſs is unto 
ll, and whote tender mercies are over all 
iis works, to endue you, with theſe paſ- 
ions, and appetites, and then damn you for 
mtifying them? No, no, thoſe threat- 
irgs are exhibited only to keep your con- 
ſeiences in awe; but never deſigned to be 
ngorouſly executed.-------The law will 
ke large allowances, for the inclinations, 
ali ons, and infirmities of the human na- 
ure; never fear it. The ſoul that fin. 
eth, need not to fear dying as the ſerip- 
ure has threatened : and man ſhall not be 
ur{ſed, though he continue not in all things,

Do you conſider this as you weary 
abiding place, and build your neſt, in it - 1 
higheſt branches if poſſible. In this I fuchs 
ceeded ſo well, that every man by natur = 
and almoſt all 'by prattice, look upon th * n 
preſent world as the chiefeſt good. The 3

All this, you muſt obſerve, I did in dit 3 


uiſe, or rather in a ſtate of inviſibility

fancies of the artiſts, that in one place Go: 
almighty was made like a filb, in another 
like an eagle, or hawk, and in another like 
a log of wood, and indeed nenen 108 
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nM: beaſt with four feet. So very briſkly 
„vas this trade carried on, that all who 
mvere able to buy, had in a few years one 
oMor more god-almighties, of man's making, 
utFin their own houſes. The very ſame as 
\tMour good friends the papiſts, have got al- 
noſt every one, a ſaviour in his pocket or 

chamber. In the holy Roman church, you 
au may find in every houſe, a Jeſus Chriſt of 
nne kind or another, for there, there be 
re nany forts of feius Chrijts, as golden Je- 
ſus Chriſts, filver Jeſus Chriſts, wooden, 
nd even paper Jeſus Chriſts, all made 
with as much craft as the ancient pagan 
gods. 

Ava. That trade of ſhrine-making a- 
mong the papiſts, is a good ſort of fade, 
but I can tell you, it falls far ſhort ot the 
craft of faint Worthipping, by which the 
prieſts get their wealth. Many a wooden 
ſaint there is in the holy church, which 
hath brought into the prieſts treaſury, a- 
bove fix times its weight in gold. And 
indeed the pagan prieſts reaped equal be- 
nefit from their gods, from whence we 
learn that prieſtcraft hath been the ſame 
in all ages. 

IN FID. Some people there were, of more 
refined Knowledge than their neighbours, 
oY who adviſed againſt the trade of god-ma- 
keeFking ſaying, © we muſt not bow down to 
1; Yeraven nor molten images, nor in any wiſe 
1i«Fworſhip them.” My prieits, according 
| M 3 Lo 
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to my directions anſwered as follows, © It 
is not the image which you worthip, nor 
do you at all bow your knee toit; but 
being emblematic of the divine preſence 
it greatly aſſiſts you in your devotion,” 
This learned reafoning, calmed the con. 
{ciences of moſt of the ditlenters ; won 
them over to the religion by law eſtabliih. 
ed, and greatly wrought for the good of 
the church. 

Dis. Why fir, that 1s the very apology 
which the papiſts make for image worthip : 
relict-adoration, &c. but indeed it is no 
wonder, ſeeing their religion is one and 
the ſame with that of the Pagans. 

INFID. Some few there were, rigid non- 
conformiſts, who inſiſted that God mnt 
be worſhipped in ſpirit and in truth; in- 
ſiſted that all idolatrous lumber, ſhoull 
be caſt out of the temple; by which the 
worthy clergymen of that age, were fo 
grievouſly galled, that they were forced, 
in a pious and tender manner, firſt to give 
up the heretics to the devil, and then put 
the fleſh to death for the ſalvation of the 
ſoul: in the very ſame manner (and for 
much the ſame cauſe) as the holy Roman 
fathers, excommunicated and burned the

In this council it was refol- 
ved, to raiſe an army of thoſe who were 
the greateit adverſaries to the name of je- 
ſus, to whom orders ſhould be given to 
kill, deſtroy, and cauſe to periſh all who 
believed in this way, till the Chriſtian re- 
ligion ſhould be baniſhed from the face of 
tie earth, This army was raiſed, and tlie] 
command given to Saul of Tarfus, at that 
time a mighty zealot for us, and who for 
a ſeaſon, made dreadful havoc of all that 
believed contrary to the faith of the prieſts; 
for it ought to be obſerved, that the opi- 
non of the prieſts, has been eſteemed true 
orthodoxy, and the oaly faith, in ail ages 
or countries. 

But here another ſad diſappointment, 
and loſs befel me, for as this ſame captain 
Saul, was on his march to Damaſcus, to 
fight a pitched battle with the Chriſtians, 
it ſo fell out that Immanuel himſelf was 
taking a tour in the valley, to ſee how 
the pomegranates budded, and falling in 
with truſty Saul on his journey, unveiled 
his own perſonal excellencies to him and 
laid him under an immediate arreſt. As 
ſoon as he ſaw the beautics of Immanuel, 
he felt the moſt ſincere eſteem for his per— 
ſon, and conceived the moſt exalted ſenti— 
ments of his friendſhip and love. Yea, 
he was even ſo much grieved that ever h 
hed drawn his ſword againſt him, that he 
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renounced the fervice of Initdelis on the 
ſpot, took the oath of allegiance to Jeſus, 
and thenceforward hated my perſon and 
government with the moſt perfect hatred ;

Immanuel having the molt tender regard 
for Saul, gave him a new name written 
upon a white ſtone, appointed him one of 
his prime miniſters, ind ſent him on an 
embaſſy to my rabies to negoclate a 
volt from me.

Little judgment as Jam allowe I 
to have of hiſtorical affairs, I myſelf hav bee 
ſeen what effect oppoſition ufually hati the 
upon that claſs of people, for if in any per 
place where my ſtandard is moſt eminenif$ tha 
ly elevated, there happen to be any of thaff del 
ſect, you ſhall find them more fervent | laſk 
their ſtudy of virtue and zealous in the! nou 
oppoſi tion to me, than in thoſe praving ce yo 
where morality or civility prefide, Ah ge 
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tlemenwehavehadtryingtimes paſt overus! 


INFID. Tryi ing times indeed. For not- 
withſtanding the fer vent zeal of Male vo- 
lus and Crudelis, the many fore cam- 
paigns they had fo ferved enervated their 
arms, that, although their principles re— 
mained implacable, they were even obli- 
ged to fit down in deſpair of ever being 
able to extirpate the religion of Jeſus from 
the world. 

But my fertile brain ſoon produced freſh 
devices ; ſeeing many of my temples for- 
ſaken, and my idols without mercy thrown 
to the pavement, I began to think of other 
expedients toimpede the progreſs of Chriſt- 
lanity. I Jaboured to introduce Eaſe and 
her handmaid Proſperity among the Chriſt- 
tans, not without hope, that when they 
were full they would forget their God. 
The better to favour this deep contrivance, 
I perſuaded the valiant Crudelis to ſcab- 
bard his ſword for a A and leave the 
people of our hate to the poſſeſſion of thety 
tranquillity. 

It was not long that this ſcheme had 
been put in practice, ere I began to reap 
the fruits of my wiſdom, for cafe and prof 
perity wrought more to my advantage, 
than all the excurſions of the devil Cru- 
delis. When they were at cate from the 
laſh of perſecntion, they were fooliſh e- 
nough to quarrel among themſelves, grie-

The doc- 
tors of France, Spain, and Italy, are a- 
firmly per ſuaded that pre-eminence is due 
to none but his holineſs and themſelves: 
and that all who are not of the fame op: 
nion, are certainly in a ſtate of damnation: 

As for their reverences in England, 
though they will deny no honour to hi; 

101 be ſhip, which really is his due, then 
will ſubmit to none as the lead! 19 pric; li 
but nis Gr ace of Canterbury n and confider 
that church which they are the pillars of, 
as the pureſt eſtab! iſument that the lower 
world can h oafl of, Others indeed there 


are who greacly queſtion his Grace's right 
to preſide, and therefore refuſe to bow to 
his mitre, and will have a pope of ex 
own ch oofing, r eſolping to be enſlaved in 


their own way. Hence, although the re- 
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verend members of the aſſociate ſynod can- 
not in conſcience ſubmit to the corrupt 
governors of the kirk of Scotland, all of 
whom they have long ſince recommended 
to the care of the devil, much leſs can 
they bow to a metropolitan, whom they 
call the image of the pope, they can ver * 
cordially ſubmit to the government of thz 
reverend Mr Adam Gibb; becauſe they 
themſelves had the pleaſure of chooſing 
him. That goes a great way. And hence 
It 15, every ſociety has its pope. — The ve- 
nerable of at ſub- 
mit for the ſame reaſon to the great 
and the of to the Rev. 
ſo that, it is not ſubmiſſion itſelf 
that is objected to, ſo much as the mode of 
it: for gentlemen will be ſubmitive e- 
nough, may they but chooſe a pope for 
themſclves. But remember this, whoever 
is choſen the pope of a party, is by his 
,artizans always deemed the greateſt, 
For inſtance, at the Foundry none is fo 
great as the Rev. Mr John Welley, ſome- 
time fellow of Lincoln college, Oxon. And 
at the —— none ever preached or wrote 
like the great D. D. author of 
and of —— and of &c. 
Sc. &c. But amongſt them all, a very few 
are found, who conſider Jeſus Chriſt as the 
greateſt, and who properly call him, Matter. 

AvaR. I thought Immanuel had ſettled 
that point long agone. Did not he eſta. 
blith this rule for the obſervance of hi, 
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diiciples, © Whoſoerer will be great a— 
mong you, let him be your miniſter; aud 
w boſoever will be chief among you, | 

bim be your ſervant?” Did not the di- 
vincs abide by his determination? 

FasT. No, Avaro. Quite the reverſe; 
for the fchoolmen will have it, that he who 
is chief ſhall be lord over his brethren ; 
by theſe means they have annexcd a cer- 
tain degree of nobility to their religion, 
which Jeſns never intended to be joined 
with his. But we hinder the reverend 
Inſidelis proceeding with his ſtorx.

Then were the Chriſtians able to maju— 
tain themfelves againſt their Pagan ne igh- 
bours my profeit fubjects. This I pa- 
tiently bore, bcliev ing that the martial 
ſnirit of the Chriſtians a little indulged 
lor the preſent, would greatly make for our 
intereſt and the final cltabliſhment of my 
i Teas: 

Thoſe reverend ladies, Proſperity an 
Eaſe, had not been long amongſt them, er: 
many who hore the Chrittian name were 
deſirous of coming to terms of agreemen( 
with me; but upon this e expreſs condit!on, 
© That in the treaty of amity betwixt 
them and me, it ſnould be flipulated that 
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they ſtill be called by the 1 RENE of Chriſt 
for it was now become ſcandalous to boa: 
the name of another.” This requeſt J 
thought reaſonable enough, and that to 
grant it would be no very great conceſſion 
on my part, therefore I Teadily agreed 
and the treaty was confirmed. It is an in- 
variable rule with me, that 1t 1s not very 
material whether a man is called a Chril- 
tian or not, provided I have but ſafe po- 
ſeſſion of his heart; for names do not 
change the nature of things. 

This amiable fiend, lady Proſperity, 
reſted not in her pleaſing operations, till 
ſhe had quite reduced the oriental nations 
to ſuch a degree of reaſon, that they peti-

Wonderful were the works which ſhe 
performed there; tor at her ficit arrival the 
biſhop was no more than a plain honeſt 
man, having but one congregation in his 
dioceſe ; but firſt lhe created him, Reve- 
rent; then, His Lordſhip: then, His Grace; 
and aſter that, His Holineſs, &c. Indeed 
the vaſt dominion and immenſe 1eveni.c; 
which ſhe conferred on him, ſo {ſwelled 
the haughty prelate, that, not contented 
with the honours then pofleſt, he claimed 
dominion over all as the father of tlic 
whole world. Even this was ſhort of gi— 
ving content, unleſs he thould alſo reipn 
over heaven and hell; therefore he hath 
ſeized the gates of both, and lets in and 
out juſt whom he pleaſes. Nothing ſhort 
of arrogating to himſelf the prerogatives 
of the Almighty, could fatisfy his ambi- 
tion, ſuch as his holineſs, infallibility, ſu- 
premacy, &c. The devil himſelf never 
aimed at higher things. In the mean 
while her ladyſhip, at her leiſure hours, 
waited on thole who were of any account 
among the Chriſtians, who for the mot 
part had nothing of Chriſtianity but the 
name.

who will contribute all their witdom, for 
their own mens, to make me omni 
cient or infallible.” Having ſuch an a- 
ore2able account of his holinefs's affairs, 
] reſolved all his {ſcruples at once; for 
thus I addreit him. “ Moſt ſubtile of all 
the prieſts, if thus you are ſupported, I 
think all things go very favourably. 
Therefore loſe no time in publiiking to 
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the world your excellent ſcheme of divi— 
nity. Let it be proclaimed, that hence- 
forth you are no longer man. 

Ime. His holineſs was in 74 rizht of it 
to ditclaim humanity. What mor "tal man 
was ever endued with ſuch qualities as aro 
his? What mere man was ever infallible 
Not Pete r, he fell low enough. Iafallibi. 
lity is an effential attribute of Godhead, 
and his holineſs being poſſeſt of that, al 
nceds be God. What man ever did, 
ever will reign with defpotic power over 
all the prieſts and princes of the earth ; 
putting down one and exalting another at 
his pleaſure, like his hohinefs. It is by 
him that Kings reign, and princes decree 
judgment, and not by the Almighty as 
formerly. Therefore his holineſs can be 
no mortal man. And yet a mortal god is 
a ſtrance ſort of character. 

InFiD. The great prieſt thanked me for 
my good advice, ſecretly renounced the 
name of Jeſus and ſwore allegiance to me. 
Called for Falax, whom he choſe for his 
ſcrivener, and Perfidioſus whom he ap- 
pointed ſecretary. Then, with all conve- 
nient ſpeed, iſſued forth an edict, in which 
1t was declared. 

1. That the word of God is no longer 
of any force, to decide religious contro- 
verſes; but that the bare word of his holi- 
neſs at Rome ſhould determine in every caſe. 

2. That no man henceforward thould 
dare to ſearch the ſcriptures, contrary to 
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the reſolution of the apoſtolic chair ; the 
Bible being condemaed as a book full of 
hereſy and proteſtant tenets ; containing 
many things pernicious to the fouls of 
men, and very derogatory from the honour 
of holy mother church, 

3. That the pope's bible, or canons, de- 
crees, and legends, are to be held az the 
only rule of faith and practice, excluſive of 
all others under pain of eternal damnation, 

4. That God, who made heaven and 
earth, hath no longer power to fave or 
damn any man without the pope's per— 
miilion ; and that the infallible bithop of 
Rome would {ave and damn whom he ſhould 
think proper, 

5. Notice was given to all whom 1t 
might concern, that the free pardons were 
already all expended. So that a former 
proclamation made from another quarter, 
which held forth nothing but free par dons, 
is to be held null and void; and that in 
future no man may expect pardon, unleſs 
the full price 1s paid into the hand of a 
faithful prieſt, as delegate of his holineſs. 

6. That the Holy Ghoſt is to be deem 
ed incapable of the work of ſanctiſication; 
all the ſouls he hath undertaken to cleanſe, 
having been found with many ſpots upon 
them, before they paſſed through his ho- 
lineſs's furnace hereafter to be named. 

7. Advertiſement; That his holineſ; 
the pope has, at great expence, obtained a 
very large quantity of the molt purifying 
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fire in hell, together with a battalion of 
the moſt kkilful furies of the pit to work 
the flames, both of which he hath placed 

in limbo, alias purgatory, where for x 
proportionable fum promptly paid unte 
one of his holinefs's vaffals, or prieſts, any 
catholic ſpectre ſhall be burned as white 
as a biſhop's band. 


of pr ieſt=craft, it was declared that no 
caſe 1s quite deſperate, but that of thoute 
who abide by the Bible as the only rule 
of faith and practice. 

It was declared, that the Almighty 
has no longer any power to ſupport Prince; 
in their ſovereignty, that power having 
devolved npon his popeſhip; ; Who for the fu- 
ture would exalt or debaſe princes, as they 
proved ſteady or unſteady to his intereſt. 

10. It was enattcd, that no man mould 
in the leaſt call in queſtion the pope's di- 
vinity, his ſupremacy, and infallibility, 
and every perſon thus offending ſuould be 
d:emed an atheiſt, an heretic a: 1d traitor, 

and as ſuch ſhould be deſtroyed.
